Five alarm fire destroyed 

homes, but lives spared

"It was lucky that all the people 
got out," said Antioch Fire Dept. 
Capt Jeff Vandevoorde of the five 
alarm fire that leveled the Beetle 
Beach restaurant and the 12 apart- 
ments situated on the second floor 
above it on June. "Residential fires at 
that time of the morning aren't 
good." Only one resident was treated 
for smoke inhalation. 

The Antioch 91 1 Center received 
the first call from the building itself 
located at 25630 Dressells Rd. in 
Antioch Township to report the fire 
at about 2:54 a.m. and the situation 
escalated to a five-alarm fire by 5:02 
a.m. "This happened in an area 
without fire hydrants," said Vandevo- 
orde. "A lot of tankers, and manpow- 
er, were needed to bring in water." 



Though the first firefighters on 
the scene encountered heavy smoke, 
the residents had been evacuated. 
According to Vandevoorde, the Red 
Cross assisted six of the families in 
finding housing, while the other six 
went to the homes of family or 

friends. 

Fire Chief Dennis Volling said, 
"This was a stubborn fire that 
required a significant amount of 
personnel and water, both of which 
were easily provided by the use of the 
Box Alarm System." The flames were 
reportedly brought under control by 

7 a.m. 

Vandevoorde said early investf- 

gation points to the older building's 

electrical system as the cause of the 

fire that caused about $350,000. 

"There was really nothing left of the 

tavern or the apartments," he said. 

"It was all destroyed."

Whatever the limitation, it all boils down 
to helping people. 

And the Dan Dolan Golf Challenge and the 
Rehabilitation Institute of Chicago have pro- 
vided a winning formula for six years and 
counting. 

Held every year at the Merit Club in 
Gurnee, the two forces have generated a gross 
amount of $800,000 for RIC programs. Funds 
go towards pediatric care and the Wirtz Sports 
Program. Money raised also go towards help- 
ing those in need of financial assistance. 

"Right now mere is approximately 60 per- 
cent of all children with disabilities that come for 
care at RIC and they don't have any means of in- 
surance," said Dolan, a native of Lake Forest. 

"We started the tournament to promote 
awareness and advocacy for individuals with 
disabilities. To look at what these special ath- 
letes have to overcome, it's very inspiring." 

Currently, RIC has 18 different sports pro- 
grams with over 2,000 participants. 

The Dolan Challenge originated in 1992 af- 
ter John Morgan Dolan, the son of Dan and 
Mary Dolan, passed away just before he was 
three. His spinal cord had been severed at birth, 
leaving him paralyzed from the chin down. 

"It's in honor of John - he inspired so many 
of our friends," continued Dolan. "He showed 
that their is a quality of life for all people." 

As far as the format for the event, four 
able-bodied golfers were paired with one dis- 
abled golfer in a scramble format. 

A group from the Southern Illinois Health- 
care Systems won the team event with a siz- 
zling net score of 56. Larry Dobbs of Rockford, 
a 32-handicapper playing with a prosthetic 
leg, carded a gross score of 65 to take top hon- 
ors among the disabled golfers. 

All in all, roughly $150,000 was raised at 
this year's event. 

"It was again another tremendous suc- 
cess," said RIC Director of Public Relations 
Jann Ingmire. "It was special today because for 
the first time in our seven years we had a blind 
golfer, Ed Hill from Elmhurst."

"I suffered a spinal cord injury on the job 
and can't walk," he said. "I'm very grateful to 
RIC and the Dolan Challenge because some of 
the money raised helped purchase a golf cart 
for me." 

Yaksic is a great story because his cart 
holds the clubs in front. Since he is limited with 
standing erect, he grabs his club and swings his 
seat around, thus hitting from the sitting posi- 
tion. 

"It's pretty neat because of the rotating 
chair - it locks when I turn around to hit the 
ball," he said. 

People like Yaksic are all the reason this 
event has been such a big success • it not only 
helps current RIC athletes, but raises money for 
potential incoming athletes into the program. 



Currently, RIC is working on funds for a 
15-passengervan. 

"That's one of our concerns," added Dolan. 
"Transporting athletes to and from events." 

Dolan and RIC got an extra boost when the 
U.S.G.A. presented them with a check for 
$24,000 prior to the start of the event. In addi- 
tion, Quaker Oats CEO Bob Morrison also do- 
nated $7,500 sponsorship dollars, which was 
matched by RIC and the Dolan Challenge. 

"We have a health and fitness center at 
RIC, send numerous athletes to the Para- 
lympics, and over the last seven years, have 
brought in over 1,000 new participants," said 
Ingmire. "It's just a terrific event Everyone has 
a good time and it's for a great cause."

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The search for the best teddy bear 
may lead to one's own sewing box

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At the same time, Richard Steiff of the German Margaretc Steiff company (and Margalete's nephew) 
began working on a jointed bear using sketches he had drawn of a family of bears from the Nill Zoo in 
Stuttgart. The first bear was finished later that year. At the Leipzig Trade Fair in 1 903, an American buy- 
er ordered 3,000 of the bears, and by 1905 the classical "Richard Steiff bear" was refined. 

Steiff, with its signature style, quality materials and instantly recognizable "button in ear" trade- 
mark is arguably the most well known teddy bear maker worldwide. 

In spite of the company's impeccable reputation for quality, for some, the dozens of models of 
bears Steiff makes are too recognizable. "I really like Steiff bears, don't get me wrong," said Josic Rizzo, 
owner of Josie's Dolls and Teddy Bears in Antiocrf. "The reason I don't 
stock them is that they really all look about the same."

prostate - they all lay claim to the healing properties of herbs. Herbs are steeped in his- 
JJLtory and lore and were often the first plants cottagers grew because of their medicinal 
properties. Gardeners grow herbs for their own reasons too, and may of them have nothing 
to do with tonight's dinner. 

Fragrance (n flowers and foliage. How 
many garden plants provide all this. Flowering 
herbs attract valuable pollinators to the gar- 
den and many produce essential oils that repel damaging insects. You can grow herbs too. 
Whether you grow them for their ornamental, curative or culinary properties. 

Herbs belong in all gardens, from mixed borders to mini-windowsills. Try some of the 
easy-to grow herbs to spice up your garden and your dinner. 

• Parsley, flat-leaved or extra curly, is a delicious, nutritious annual herb that looks 
beautiful in the garden. Harvest the outer leaves all summer but allow the central stalk to 
continue growing. 

• Sage is a popular perennial, shrubby herb with gray, textured leaves. Be sure to try some 




of the more unusual, highly fragrant varieties like tricolor sage with cream, purple and green 
leaves or pineapple sage with yellow variegation on its green leaves. Sage prefers full sun and 
well-drained soil. Harvest individual leaves all season long or dry sprigs for dried arrangements. 

• Rosemary, "the dew of the sea" is grown for its pine-scented foliage and the lovely blue 
flowers that attract bees. True to its Mediterranean origin, rosemary must have full sun, excel- 
lent drainage with no fertilizer or overhead wa- 
tering. Pinch off tips as it grows to encourage a 
shrubby habit. Harvest individual needles all 
season for outstanding flavoring. Some garden- 
ers have luck overwintering rosemary plants in cactus soul with bright light and high humidity. 

• Cilantro, so essential to Mexican, Spanish, Indian, Thai and Chinese cuisine, is grown 
for its flat, highly divided foliage (sold as Chinese parsley or coriander) or its round seed- 
heads that are crushed to make powdered coriander. Grow in full sun with moist soil. Best 
results come from successive planting. If growing for foliage, cut out the thick main stem as 
soon as it develops since this stem will flower and produce seeds. Harvest individual leaves 
from the top and discard older feathery foliage. Grows rapidly in hot weather.

3. To make the coffee cake, in the work bowl of a heavy-duty electric mixer, cream the butter and sugars on low speed 
until light and fluffy, about 1 minute. Add the eggs and vanilla extract and beat until smooth. In another bowl, com 
bine the flour, baking power, baking soda, apple pie spice and salt Add to the creamed mixture alternately with the 
buttermilk. Beat on medium-high speed until the batter has a creamy consistency, about 1 minute. Stir in the rhubarb. 

4. Using a rubber spatula, scrape batter into prepared pan. Sprinkle evenly with the crumb topping. Bake on the cen- 
ter rack of the oven for about 40 to 45 minutes, or until a cake tester inserted into the center comes out dean. Remove 
from the oven and cool in the pan on a rack. To serve, remove the sides of the springform pan and cut into wedges.

Whether one is attracted to the round, full 
belly of a teddy bear or a pair of deep, dark 
loving eyes, the desire to own the cutest, . 
fuzziest, chubbiest or curliest teddy has lead 
to a steep rise in the number of artists making 
these special bears. With that, there has been 
a logical increase in the number and styles of 
bears available. 

Rizzo's store prides itself in stocking hard 
to find collector teddies (and dolls), and has 
worked since its opening two years ago to fos- 
ter a special relationship with the artists that 
make these bears, particularly those with lo- 
cal ties. Even with the greater availability of 
hand-made bears, a growing number of col- 
lectors and fanciers want a bear with personal 
touches they've added themselves. 

As part of her service to customers, Riz- 
zo's store becomes a classroom for those who 
want to learn the secret to well set eyes, a sol- 
id nose and a charming smile several week- 
ends a year. With a small class size of about 
six local artists such as Cindy Kalnow, Jo 
Mart en son and Sue Van Dyke have Tilled a 
half dozen or so classes scheduled for the 
summer and fall. 

Classes run from early in the morning 
throughout the day. The cost of the classes 
varies some, but for about $90 (one-half the 
cost or less than it would be to purchase a 
bear of similar size and creation made by the 
artists). Participants are supplied with a kit 
that includes the materials necessary to make 
their own bears: imported mohair with the 
pattern drawn on the back side of the fabric, 
German glass eyes, thread, and directions. 
On the day of the class, the artist turned 
teacher provides invaluable instructions and 



encouragement. Depending on the class, 
homework such as p re-sewing as much of the 
bear as possible may be necessary. Pre-sewn 
kits are available by some of the artists so 
those without a lot of needlework experience 
can successfully make a bear. 

The first lesson one learns is that the 
cost of a store bought custom teddy bears 
is a bargain when taking into account the 
dozen hours it takes to cut the fabric with- 
out ruining the fur and sewing the pieces 
with strong well-hidden seams; the 5-8 
hours it takes to stuff, create the face and 
assemble the bear during the class; and 
the cost of the imported mohair that can 
run better than $100 per yard depending 
on length, curl and color. 

If there is concern over one's own sewing 
ability, one should ask questions about the 
difficulty of the pattern and the skill level re- 
quired, or should consider attending a class 
where pre-sewn kits are available. The stitch- 
es required to make the face and assemble 
the teddies are fairly simple with the guid- 
ance of a professional. 

Teddy Bear classes are geared more to 
adult collectors. This, however, does not 
mean that children aren't able to make their 
own bears and add their own touches in a 
manner more fitting for their needs. ' 

Build- A- Bear Workshops has a new store 
located at the Hawthorn Mall in Vernon Hills. 
Here, children can pick a bear (or a number 
of other animals) that is stitched with its face 
complete that is ready for stuffing and design- 
ing with accessories at a cost of about $10 and 
up. Samples of finished animals are displayed 
throughout the store so one doesn't have to

guess what the different selections will look 
like completed. 

Bear builders are instructed to choose a 
silk heart and then to make a wish and kiss 
the heart before inserting to the slot left open 
for filling. A computer bar code is also placed 
inside the bear so the owner can be located if 
the animal is lost and returned to any Build - 
A- Bear Workshop. 

A huge machine fluffs the stuffing and 
blows it into the shell when the bear maker 
steps on the foot peddle. Store employees 
close the back of the animals. The bear 
builders are then sent to a brushing and fluff- 
ing station, and from there can select any of 
the hundreds of dresses, shorts, shirts, hats, 
pants, pins, glasses, shoes and the like to indi- 



vidualize their pets. The cost of the acces- 
sories runs from $1 -$10. 

Before going to the checkout, the children 
(and/or adults) go to a computer station to fill 
out some personal information (to track the 
animal if it's lost), give their pets names and 
request either a birth certificates or a stories 
about their animals. The stories and birth cer- 
tificates are printed and presented at check- 
out 

Kalnow has expressed what some many 
collectors feel when she said, "The teddy has 
crossed the line into home accent for the liv- 
ing room, the mantle, the library and the fam- 
ily room. They settle nicely, giving every room 
a warmth and personality no other accent or 
pillow could give."

Hacking budget 
not always bad 

More or less, there isn't a school district that we're aware of 
that doesn't cope with budget problems this time of year. 
Preparations are being made for the new school year be- 
ginning in fall. For some districts, it's "hack and slash." 
Others, with somewhat less financial pressure, are pruning and 
stretching. But everyone in education is watching dollars — and 
counting pennies. 

Alas, favorite programs are bound to be pinched or resized. Tough 
decisions being made by school board officials and educators are 
bound to step on some toes or gore some favorite oxes. 
This may be the perfect environment to talk up educational basics 
and the need to focus on core responsibilities. Put more money into 
the classrooms. Make sure faculty salary needs are met, responsibily, 
of course. Explain to students, parents and the community what pri- 
orities are. In this environment, the lacrosse team and some after- 
school extra-curricular activities might come up short. That's life! 

Back-to-basics advocates and hard-nosed taxpayers aren't going to 
argue about budget trimming. Chances are many teachers will be re- 
lieved to know that they can spend their time in the classroom teach- 
ing core subjects rather than chasing the lastest social initiative or 
teaching fad. 

In politically correct times and reliance on public schools to cure all 
of society's social ills, concentrating more on education might come 
as a novel notion. But it's time. And it fits better with the budget. 

Moving clinic 

not wise move 

f they would have done their homework, Lake County Health 
Dept. officials should have known they would run into a hornet's 
nest of opposition relocating a clinic serving the Round Lake area 
to a larger building in the vicinity of the Libertyville-Mundelein 
area.

County Board Rep. Larry Leafblad (R-Highland Lake), Avon Super- 
visor Russell Christian and all the Round Lake area mayors feel the 
Health Dept. is making a mistake, even when plans to improve service 
are well intended. Young mothers and their children not only rely on 
Mid-Lakes Health Clinic, but Hispanic families have built up a strong 
attachment to the facility, looking on the 3,400 square foot building 
"as their own." Nothing wrong with that. 

The Health Dept. should look either for larger space in the Round 
Lake area or leave Mid-Lakes as is. Establish another clinic in the cen- 
tral part of the county to serve growing needs of minority families, if 
that's the case. Serving people first ought to be the priority, not satis- 
fying some bureaucratic whim.

Next sound is Casey's platform 
heels clicking in my direction. 
"We're rolling," Brown called out. 
"Casey, this is for you," bored re- 
porter exclaims, handing over pa- 
pers. Casey grabs papers and heads 
to her desk. "Cut," the director 
shouts. 

"We nailed it"! Brown calls out. 
Extras, crew members and onlook- 
ers break out in applause. 

I knew the applause wasn't for 
my sterling, error- free performance. 
The director already had announced 
that the paper hand-off scene with 
the bored reporter and Casey would 
be the last take of a long, hard work 
day. Single take, too, by the way.

Consider the beneficent effect of the 
purchases of land by the Lake 
County Forest Preserve District Not 
only for their effect in helping pre- 
serve clean air and water, but also in putting 
a brake on an increase in population of Lake 
County. 

The Forest Preserve will soon have ac- 
quired 4,600 acres of undeveloped land since 
1993; some wooded and some wedand mat 
helps preserve the quality of water in our 
streams and rivers. Assume mat 80 percent of 
this land would be buildable and developed 
with four houses per acre. This would have 
accommodated 14,720 houses and at two 
adults per house 29,440 people. This doesn't 
include die unknown number of children. 
If this land was built on and developed, 
the impact on our schools, already bursting 
at the seams, would be disastrous, the conse- 
quences, if mis land was developed, on our 
already traffic clogged highways is immea- 
surable. Not easily quantified is the effect of 
Forest Preserve purchases in helping pre- 
serve the quality of life in Lake County. 

The last Forest Preserve referendum 
raised our taxes by an average of $3 a month 
and I see it as money well spent and hope 
they will do more to help us preserve our nat- 
ural heritage. Their action will help reduce 
the tax burden in future years. For the initia- 
tive and vision of the Forest Preserve, I give 

thanks. 

It costs us less to buy Forest Preserve land 
than to build schools.

Extreme weather 

I attended an Extreme Weather Seminar 
conducted by Tom Skilling the WGN weath- 
erman. 

Extreme weather was described as hay- 
ing three categories, tornadoes, lightening, 
and wind and hail storms. Experts from the 
U.S. Government Doppler Radar facility in 
Oklahoma oudined how weather conditions 
were tracked throughout the country. Dr. 
Mary Ann Cooper (University of Illinois) gave 
an outstanding presentation describing vic- 
tims of lightening strikes and the lasting 
damage the survivors sustain. 

The presence of lightening is most seri- 
ous because it is unpredictable. Sports events 
should be halted and fields cleared at die first 
notice of lightening, even if there is no rain. 
Videos and slides vividly showed the destruc- 
tion caused by tornadoes as cars were hurled 
through the air and buildings leveled. 

The seminar stressed mat warnings are 
usually given two hours before a tornado 
hits. However few people take these warnings 
seriously until it is too late. I'm sure most of 
us have ignored these warnings. The thinking 
is mat it never hit here before. 

The seminar is free and is held each year 

at the Fermilab in Batavia.

American Red Cross offers hot weather 
tips for unofficial start of summer 



Finally, the long-awaited days of sum- 
mer are coming to the Chicago area. But, as 
we all know, the onset of summer means 
the potential for extreme heat in the Windy 
City. Chicago-area summers can be danger- 
ous for the very young, the very old and 
others who are susceptible to heat and 
heat-related illnesses. As temperatures start 
to soar, The American Red Cross of Greater 
Chicago offers heat safety tips to help local 
residents get ready before the heat becomes 
unbearable. 

To avoid weather-related emergencies 
such as heat cramps, heat exhaustion and 
heat stroke, the Red Cross advises you to: 

•Slow down. Avoid strenuous activity. If 
you must do strenuous activity, do it during 
the coolest part of the day, which is usually 
in the morning between 4 and 7 a.m. 

•Stay indoors as much as possible. If air 
conditioning is not available, stay on the 
lowest floor and stay away from sunshine. 
Remember that electric fans do not cool, 
they simply circulate air. 

•Wear lightweight, light-colored cloth- 
ing. Light colors will reflect some of the 
sun's energy away from the body. 

•Drink plenty of water. Keep water or 
juice with you and drink continuously, even 
if you don't feel thirsty. Your body needs 
water to keep cool. 

•Avoid drinks with caffeine and alcohol. 
They can make you feel better briefly, but 
make the heat's effects on your body worse. 
This is equally true with beer, which dehy- 
drates the body. 



•Eat small meals and eat more often. 
Avoid foods high in protein, which increase 
metabolic heat. 

•Avoid using salt tablets unless directed 
to do so by a physician. 

It is also important to know what these 
heat-related terms mean: 

•Heat wave: More than 48 hours of high 
heat (90 F or higher) and high humidity (80 
percent relative humidity or higher) are ex- 
pected. 

•Heat index: A number in degrees 
Fahrenheit that tells how hot it really feels 
with the heat and humidity. Exposure to full 
sunshine can increase the heat index by 
15F. 

•Heat cramps: Heat cramps are muscu- 
lar pains and spasms due to heavy exertion. 
They usually involve the abdominal mus- 
cles or the legs. It is generally thought that 
the loss of water and salt from heavy sweat- 
ing causes the cramps.

Cognitive processing deficits can cause problems with sports 

HI Dr. Singer, 

I have been reading your columns 
for years now and love them. Ihank you 
for all the Insight! I have seen you write 
about cognitive processing skill prob- 
lems in kids. Usually you write about It 
In the school and learning realm but I 
was wondering if cognitive processing 
problems can ever cause a child prob- 
lems playing sports. We have a son and 
he plays several sports, but we notice 
that many times, his thinking Is slower 
than It needs to be to make the play or 
there Is too much coming at him at once 
and he Just freezes. These things have 
really started to cause him to become 
somewhat sensitive and we wonder if it 
might not be causing some self-esteem 
problems. Can the cognitive processing 
problems you have been writing about 
for some time cause a child to freeze up 
during spoils and if so how can we help 
him? J.S. 



Hi J.S., 

The answer is absolutely. Think for a 
minute about what sports are about. Usually, 
it involves the need for fast thinking or fast 
processing speed and the ability to handle 
multiple levels of stimuli at the same mo- 
ment. It also involves being able to plan 
ahead or organization and sequential 
thought process. It also involves remember- 
ing plays and directions or auditory memory. 
These are absolutely cognitive processing 
skills and they are the same processing skills 
that I write about and work with kids to im- 
prove. The idea behind what I do with kids is 
that it does not only help school progress, but 
helps them to play sports better and to just 
think better and faster in general. 



There are many kids out mere who get 
what I call, "deer in the headlights syn- 
drome." This is when they have too much 
coming at them and they cannot separate it 
out quickly enough and respond quickly •' 
enough to deal with it. They just freeze up. It 
can happen in sports and also other arenas 
too. This sounds tremendously like what you 
are describing your son's experience to be. 
Please understand that the kids mat this is 
happening to are not any less smart than 
other kids. Their IQ's can be normal. The 
problem is they may have specific processing 
area deficits that are getting in the way and it 
is keeping them from performing at their 
best level. The kids 1 have worked with to cor- 
rect this problem have soared after just a lit- 
tle bit of practicing those skills with me. The 
unfortunate part is that when some parents 
see their kid freezing like that on the field, 
they think it's just not a strength the child has 
and pulls the child out or worse yet, tells the 
child mat he or she just isn't trying hard 
enough. Those parents are usually just trying 
to encourage the child or protect the child, 
but the best track here is to correct the skills 
as soon as possible so the child doesn't have 
to struggle with them anymore. 

Some of these kids who are freezing up in 
these situations are being tried on medica- 
tion. I am not going to discuss here whether 
or not medication is the absolute right step 
for a problem like this, but I will say that 



while the medication may help some of the 
symptoms, it will not teach the child how to 
develop those deficient skills. Those skills still 
need to be trained so the child can take on 
new complicated things without freezing up. 
It requires the ability to multi-task, remem- 
ber, plan and execute actions efficiently 
which is exacUy what 1 help kids develop. 

You had asked what to do next. The first 
step I recommend to clients who come to me 
with this problem, is to let me evaluate the 
child to determine if any of those processing 
deficits exist. If we find that they do exist, we 
develop a treatment specific to repairing the 
specific deficits the child is facing. If we find 
that they do not exist, we explore further to 
figure out what can be causing the problem 
to occur. Either way we arrive at an answer 
and make it better so the child can keep en- 
joying the sport while feeling good about him 
or herself. After all isn't that what it's all 
about? 

If you do want to evaluate the child to de- 
termine if these processing deficits are caus- 
ing the problem, call back and we'll explore 
together.

ne of the most dominate single sea- 
sons in Lake County came to an end 
when the Mustangs lost 6-3 to 
Fremd in the sectional semifinals. 
Minus the five earned runs given up by 
Michelle Kass in her third loss of the season, 
she had an utterly dominant campaign. 

Kass finished the season at 26-3, with an 
ERA under 0.50.

The game was against Stevenson in the 
sectional title game and Mundelein was up in 
the final inning when Kass gave up a game- 
winning home run. 

"I always remember the bad things," said 
Kass. "It's not a happy thought." 

Stevenson went on to become Kass' and 
Mundelein's main rival over the next three years. 

In fact, the game Kass will remember most 
from this past seqson was the first game of a 
doubleheader against the Patriots back in May. 

Kass gave up just two hits in the first game 
as the Mustangs won 1-0. 

"It's always nice to beat Stevenson," said 
Kass. "We lost the second game but that's not 
important." 

With her career as a Mustang at an end, 
Kass will attend Augustana College in Rock Is- 
land where she will major in athletic training 
while playing softball. 

"I will definitely play," said Kass. "I won't 
walk on."

Purpose 

Each year the Village will Issue a report of this type to provide Information about the quality of our drinking water as well as details on the source of our water, how it Is treated, 
and what it contains. The reports are being issued In compliance with the requirements of the Safe Drinking Water Act and are also intended to demonstrate the Village's commit- 
ment lo providing a safe and reliable supply of drinking water for our residents. 
Background 

Since 1992 Ihe Village has purchased water from the Central Lake County Joint Action Water Agency (CLCJAWA). CLCJAWA is an Intergovernmental cooperative, formed by the 
communities it serves: Graysiake, Gurnee, Lako Bluff, Ubertyville, Mundelein, Round Lake, Round Lake Beach, Round Lake Heights, Round Lake Park, and the County of Lake 
representing the unincorporated areas ol Knollwood/Rondout and Wildwood and the Village of Vernon Hills, 
The Water Treatment Process 

All drinking water in the Village of Round Lake comes from Lake Michigan. This surface water source Is treated by CLCJAWA at the Paul M. Neal Water Treatment Facility in Lake 
Bluff. The water is pumped from Lake Michigan and then undergoes a treatment process designed to assure constant contaminant removal and production of clean, safe drinking 
water that Is also aesthetically pleasing. There are two features of the treatment process, which provide unique capabilities. First, water from Lake Michigan goes through a pri- 
mary disinfecting step using ozone, which has been found to be highly effective in removing contaminants and in deactivating disease-causing pathogens. And, finally, the treated 
water passes through filters of granular activated carbon, which remove any remaining contaminants and particles from the water and has also proven to be proficient in eliminat- 
ing problems sometimes encountered with unpleasant tastes or odors. 
The Village's Delivery Systtm 

Once the treated water reaches Round Lake, it is stored in two ground storage reservoirs. The first Is located on Cedar Lake Rd. and holds 300,000 gallons; the second Is locat- 
ed on Nipperslnk Rd. and holds 500,000 gallons. From these two reservoirs the water is pumped into the distribution system and into our elevated storage tank (water tower), locat- 
ed on Wilson Rd. in the Valley Lakes subdivision. The Village has a second water tower under construction which Is scheduled to be "on line" In June, 2001. This tower is located 
In the industrial park off of Sunset Dr. The two water towers each hold 750,000 gallons. 
Water Quality 

Drinking water, Including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminant's does not 
necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects can be obtained by calling the US Environmental Protection 
Agency's (USEPA) Safe Drinking Water Hotline at 1-800-426-4 7 91. To ensure that tap water is safe lo drink, the Environmental Protection Agency prescribes limits on the amount 
of certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. The Food and Drug Administration (FDA) Imposes fewer restrictions for contaminants in bottled water, which 
must provide the same protection for public health. Our tap water quality is consistently monitored by the Village, by the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency (IEPA), in the 
CLCJAWA Water Quality Lab, and by several other "third party" labs. This aggressive water quality assurance program Is unmatched: bacteriological tests are conducted much 
more often than required, water clarity monitored every second, and over 360 contaminants are monitored on a routine basis. Water quality Is judged by comparing our water to 
USEPA benchmarks for water quality. One such benchmark Is called the Maximum Contaminant Level Goal (MCLG). The MCLG Is the level of a contaminant in drinking water 
below which there is no known or expected risk to health. This goal allows for a margin of safety. Another benchmark is a Maximum Contaminant Level (MCL). An MCL Is the high- 
est level of a contaminant that is allowed In drinking water. An MCL is set as close to an MCLG as feasible using the best available treatment technology. 
The water produced by CLCJAWA has never violated any water quality standard. 

However, of the 360 contaminants monitored, minute quantities of some regulated compounds do exist. The table below lists atl of the regulated compounds detected In our water, 
even in the minutest traces. The table lists the compound detected, the level found, the ideal goal for public health (MCLG), the highest level allowed by regulation (MCL), any vio- 
lations, and the sources of these compounds. If a date appears in the "Date" column, the Illinois EPA requires monitoring for this contaminant less than once per year because the 
concentrations do not frequently change. If no date appears In Ihe column, monitoring for this contaminant was conducted during the CCR calendar year. Compounds listed is ital- 
ics were measured by CLCJAWA; the Village measured all other compounds.

systems. Turbidity is monitored every six seconds by Instruments and every four hours in the lab. 
Additional Contaminant Monitoring 

Our system also monitors for substances In water for which no standards have been set or for contaminants for which we are not required to monitor. We take the initiative to check 
our water for things that concern the public and the scientific community. In 1999, this additional testing included among numerous other things, asbestos. No asbestos was detect- 
ed In the water entering the CLCJAWA water treatment plant. 

Contamination Sources in Drinking Water 

Our tap water comes from Lake Michigan, a surface water source. With a depth of 900 feet, Lake Michigan is the largest lake in the United States, formed as glaciers retreated 

north during the last ice age. The Great Lakes contain approximately 20% of the fresh water on Earth's surface. More water evaporates off of Lake Michigan each minute than 
CLCJAWA pumps in an entire day. Since the United States and Canada formed the Great Lakes Water Quality Agreement in 1 972, Great Lakes water quality has steadily Improved. 
In 1996, the Illinois Environmental Protection agency rated Lake Michigan water quality as good. All 63 mites ol Illinois shoreline support drinking water uses. The primary sources 
of pollution threatening Lake Michigan Include air deposition (pollution from the air, rain and snow) and contaminated sediments. 

Both tap and bottled water come from rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the surface of land or through the ground, it dissolves 
naturally occurring materials and can pick up substances resulting from the presence of animal or human activity. Contaminants that may be present In untreated water Include: 

• Microbial contaminants such as viruses and bacteria can bo naturally occurring or may come from sewage treatment plants, septic systems, and livestock operations. 

• Inorganic contaminants such as salts and metals can be naturally occurring or result from urban storm water runoff, wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining, or 

farming. 

• Pesticides and herbicides come from sources such as agricultural and residential storm water runoff. 

• Organic chemical contaminants including synthetic and volatile organic compounds are by-products of industrial processes and petroleum production but can also come from gas 
stations, urban storm water runoff and septic systems. 

• Radioactive contaminants can be naturally occurring or be the result of oil, gas, and mining activities. 

Immunocompromised Persona 

Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants In drinking water than the general population. Immunocompromised persons such as persons with cancer undergoing 

chemotherapy, persons who have undergone organ transplants, people with HIV/AIDS or other immune system disorders, some elderly, and Infants can be particularly at risk from 
infections. These people should seek advice about drinking water from their health care providers. The USEPA and Center for Disease Control (CDC) guidelines on appropriate 
means to lessen the risk of Infection by Cryptosporidium and other microbial contaminants are available from the USEPA Safe Drinking Water Hotline at 1-800-426-4791.

I LaM week I MigftcMcd thai there jre no crystal balls that will help 
identify the best jobs for the future. However, knowing your own (Wi 
value* anil talents and focusing tin those strengths will help you lo 
be prepared for the job situations that will be most fuHHIing to you. 
Last week we also identilled a process that can serve as a tool to 
aid in identifying the values that are most important to you.This 
week we will focus on talents. 

The natural abilities that you have are called talents. Everyone has 
talents however everyone has not identified, utilized and devel- 
oped those lalcnts.Although skills can l>e developed In areas where 
one does not have a natural ability, talents can usually be more thor- 
oughly developed/Therefore, working in an area where you have a 
talent is, normally, more productive and more lulHllings 

There are as many talent areas and talent combinations as there 
arc people on this planet, so the task of identifying all talents Is 1 
overwhelming. In order to provide a guide to start evaluating tal- g 
cnts I have listed several talent areas below. 

Craftsmanship - People with these skills are good at building 
things. Carpentry, gardening, plumbing, creating a computer net- 
work, and sculpturing are all examples of craftsmanship. 
i Nurturing - These skills focus on serving and caring for others. I 
[ Counseling, healing, ministry, teaching, parenting, and mentoring 
arc examples of nurturing. 

Logic - People with these skills are good at problem solving, plan- 
ning and strategy. Balancing your chcckt>ook, planning a vacation, 
accounting, and puzzle solving are examples of logic. 

Persuasion - People with these skills are good at creating an envi- 
ronment for people to make a specific decision. Negotiating. Selling 
and preaching are examples of persuasion. 

These arc only four examples of the Infinite list of talents that you 
may have. I listed them only so t]iat you could haw a starting point 
lo evaluate your own talents. If you have developed a skill, do not 
assume that it is a talent. For example, I started my career as a pro- 
grammer. I studied those skills In school and then I developed 
those skills and worked diligently at my trade. However, 1 had wry 
little talent for that trade and soon moved into other jobs. 

How can you Identify your talents? Here are two steps that can 
assist you. Firstly, there arc many books on the market that locus on 
talents and skills. The best books have some son of talent review 
included, which will require your participation. Ask the salesperson 
at your local book store, or your librarian bow to find these hooks. 

The second step is to ask those who know you best. Your spouse, 
manager, minister, friends and relatives are all good sources of infor- 
mation. However this step is less exacting than the first step, so 
evaluate all of the information you get from these pcople.'Ynu will 
know If their Information Is correct. If a friend tells you that you are 
great at nurturing, yet you feel no compassion for others and serv- 
ing others gives you no satisfaction, that friend may see a talent that 
docs not exist. 

Last week we considered values, this week wc Investigated tal- 
ents, next week we will put them together in order to evaluate 
which careers might be best for you.
